Lord Pauncefote will probably be 


permitted to interpret his instructions 


retty broadly, and they show signs of 


being elastic enough to provide for :my 
contingency except a direct refusal on 
the part of the senate to recognize the 
-alidity of the Clayton-Buhver treaty. 
Lord Lansdowne is as persistent as 
ver on this point, and, however willing 
le may be to abrogate it, he will vig- 
orously maintain the potentiality of the 


layton-Buhver treaty until such time 


as both signatories shall have agreed 
o its abrogation. 


England's Attitude. 


A high official in the course of con- 


versation said: ''Americans seem to 
think we are trying to delay the con- 
struction of the canal, but this is en- 
jrely wrong:. We are just as anxious 
as they are to see it completed and are 
willing to do almost anything to fur- 
:her that end, but vre do not want to 
see a treaty we made in good faith torn 
up like a piece of waste paper, and we 
still consider that we are entitled to 
some quid pro quo for the reliuquish- 
meut of our treaty rights." 


A recent special cable dispatch an- 


nouncing that the Nicaragua matter 
had been practically settled and that 
Lord Pauncefote in consequence would 
not return to the United States caused 
much amusement. 
It is utterly un- 


founded. On the highest authority the 
correspondent is able to state that Lord 
Pauncefote will remain embassador to 
the United States for the rest of his 
days or as long as he cares to retain 
the position. 


Lord Lansdowne, the correspondent 


learns, does not take such a pessimistic 
view of the Chinese negotiations as do 
a majority of the British newspapers. 
Th« foreign office by no means coin- 
cides in the view of the Peking corre- 
spondent of The Dally Mail, who ca- 
bles that the negotiations are drifting 
into a hopeless muddle. 


Tlie 1'rospect ol Settlement. 


There is now an opinion among com- 


petent officials in Downing street that 
there is a good prospect of settlement. 
It is denied that Geijinauy has increas- 
ed her demand for indemnity. From 
the British standpoint Germany has 
now adopted a fair and rational basis, 
though, of course, in common the Unit- 
ed States and Great Britain would have 
liked the indemnity to be smaller. It is 
admitted that Great Britain is partly 
responsible for the delay ill deciding 
the method of payment, but It is main- 
tamed that she, as the largest trader 
with China, is more vitally concerned 
than any other power in keeping down 
the duty on imports. 


"This question," said an official, "is 


about the only one which now prevents 
a. successful conclusion of the negotia- 
tions,, 'and up, do"ub,t it„Vfrlll tip 'solved 
shortly." . In any case our /trade ' is 
bound to suffer, and we want to min- 
imize the loss by the substitution to 
some extent of coucessiou in lieu of 
Increased taxation. ' AVe are not adopt- 
ing an aggressive attitude, and we be- 
lieve that before July 1 the powers will 
see that our suggestions will be for the 
mutual good."

A Cnrtoilty of Dtieaae. 


Perhaps the most surprising assertion 


by medical men is that disease in parents 
often confers loug life on children. The 
contrary is believed, popularly, and no 
doubt there is some ground for the belief. 
Some time ago the British Medical asso- 
ciation investigated the subject of old age. 
Taking 340 people aged from 80 to 00 
years, they inquired iuto their family his- 
tory. Here is the result: 


There was caucar in 44 families; con- 


sumption in 65 families; gout in SO fami- 
lies; rheumatism in 59 families; insanity 
in 13 families; apoplexy and paralysis iu 
42 families. 


Thus there was a history of deadly dis- 


eases in the families of 253 of the old peo- 
ple. 
In 47 more families there was like 


wise some grave disease. And only 40 
families were free, or said to be free. 
from those maladies which usually are 
supposed to be hereditary.

The 
fact that such a voman really lived was 
proved by three white men- who talked 
with her, and one of those men, the late 
I'iet Joubert, coclrnandant general of the 
Uocr army, was authority for this ac- 
count of the woman: 


Henuiug Pretorius, one of the Trans- 


vaal's first commandant generals, return- 
ed from one of his frequent journeys into 
unknown regions of the Transvaal in tht 
latter part of 1S89 and reported to his 
government that he had succeeded in 
seeing Majaje. 
In a voluminous report 


of his journey he stated that the woman 
was queen of a section of the Makatese 
tribe and that her capital was surround- 
ed by an almost iui penetrable forest ot 
small thorn tre«;s. 
On the outskirts of 


this forest he was met by a large num- 
ber of ivcll armed tribesmen, who asked 
him to depart from the neighborhood im- 
mediately. 
Pretorius refused to leave 


and insisted upon seeing the queen. 


After a long discussion, during which 


many messengers •were sent to the queen's 
kraal, Pretorius was granted permission 
to visit the monarsh. He was disarmed, 
and his companions were left behind ua- 
der guard of a large number of tribesmen. 
He was led along a narrow, winding path 
through the bush, and after a journey 01 
about GO miles he came to the queen's 
royal kraal. In his report he described 
the woman minutely and at great length 
He said that she was aBSolute monarch 
o^ er her people and that she undoubtedly 
had the power of life and death ovei 
them. 


The most astonishing part of his report 


was that the woman was not a negress. 
He described her as having straight, soft 
hair of a light brown color, thin lips and 
light blue eyes. 
The color of her skin 


was not black, but us white as that of a 
Portuguese. Pretorius stated that she re 
fused to tell her age or anything concein 
ing her antecedents and added that she 
appeared to be more than, 100 years old— 
perhaps 115. 


In 1894 the Makatese tribe formed nn 


alliance with Magoebn, the king of the 
woodbush Kaffirs, who' lived near the 
same district, and Majaje's people were 
dragged into a rebellion against the Bqers. 
Joubert, the commandant general of the 
Boer army, was sent against the rebel- 
lious natives, and he took with him a 
small number of Swazis who had been 
driven into the Transvaal from their na- 
tive country by Umbandine. 


When Joubert and his forces reached 


the "betovert" (bewitched) bush, the war- 
riors of Majaje and Magoeba attacked

From some old chieftains he learned 
that there was a tradition among the 
Makatese that many generations ago a 
largo number of white men had come 
into Hie Zambezi region to dig gold. 
These men incurred the enmity of the 
blacks, who massacred all except one or 
two. 
General Joubert believed, ns did 


tho chieftains, that Majaje was the de- 
scendant of ono of these survivors, but 
the native tradition docs not explain tho 
process "by which she rose io the posi- 
tion of ruler of the tribe. Treof of tho 
fact that gold was dug in that neighbor- 
hood has been found in scores of places 
along the Zambezi, where in recent years 
many old shaft R have been uncovered.—

In his "Story of My Life" Augustus 


Hare tells a number of ghost stories, 
from which are the following:

Tliis led an eminent physician to make

vere twice as many pockmarked peo- 
ple over SO years old as there would 
lave been had not the smallpox exer- 
rised a preservative influence. He ac- 
•onnted for this curious fact by con- 
Juding that the smallpox microbe 
Tightens away all other microbes, just 
as rats frighten away mice from a 
house. 


Deafness Is said to have the property 
if adding to the victim's age. Now 
and then a deaf man is run over in a 
:ity street, but when deaf people pru- 
dently pitch their tents in the country 
heir chances of a long life are ex- 
tremely good. The true explanation of 
this Is declared to be the fact that deaf 
ness saves people a lot of worry over 
small matters and from the wear and 
ear of noises. The ahrilj noises to 
which most people are insensible be 
muse they have got used to them real 
y are harmful. Clanging bells of street 
•ars and ambulances, of "autos" and 
bi^cles, the roar of elevated and sur-

drays, the shouts of paper sellers and 
hucksters, even the crofiring of cocks, 
he barking of dogs and the whistling 
if boys are seriously injurious to one's 
lealth. The ear nerve is very large, 
and every time it is overstimulated the 
>rain receives a shock. Deaf people 
escape all these life shortenera, and 
lence they live long. 
Bronchitis often shortens life, but In 
oeoe cases it has the opposite effect 
A. large number of the old people out 
meets cough all the year round with 
chronic bronchitis. 
One would think 


o listen to them that they must cough 
hcmselves to death soon, but that is 
not so. The coughing helps* the heart 
o circulate the blood and, in fact, 
gives exercise to many of the organs. 
Only for this daily exercise many o!3 
>eople's mechanism would get fatally 
ilogged. Besides, a man with bronchi- 
.is will not sit in a draft, he will avoid 
ettlng wet and will not stay out half 
he night, losing his sleep and "paiut- 
ng the town" with the "boys." Thus 
le more than compensates for the in- 
ury done to him by his ailment. 


The Gam Gatherers. 


Picking spruce gum and selling it to 


lehewing gum manufacturers 
is a 


source of income for a great many men 
n the Adirondacks and other northern 
'orests—guides and small farmers- 
while others make it a business the 
ear through. The gum appears on the 


tree trunks like drops of wax. 
The 


•atherer, armed with a long pole on the 
end of which are fastened a can and a 
hnrp chisel cuts loose the chunks of 
rum, which fall into the can and are 
transferred to a basket or bag. 
The 


athcrers in winter will travel on snow- 
shoes 10 or 15 milas through the forest, 
sleeping at night in eome old hunter's 
deserted shack. 


There are three kinds of spruce in the 


Adirondacks—red, black and white. The 
best gum is gathered from the sapwood 
of the white spruce. The rarest of -the 
gums is the "blister," whicli is rtranslu--' 
cent and turns blue after being chewed. 
After being scraped, washed and 
Brightened it sells for\$1.50 a pound. 
There is a coarser grade, composed oT 
blister scrapings mixed with particles 
of bark. 
Placed on trays of cotton 


cloth In a steam tank, the gum is 
drawn out and yields the producer 50 
cents a pound, forming the ordinary 
chewing gum of commerce. Some man- 
ufacturers adulterate the gum with 
paraffin, resin and chicle.—Country 
Gentleman.
